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1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may 
be rejected by the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be 
likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same 
or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase 
money as may be required, and the names and addresses of the pur- 
chasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every lot, in default 
of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put up again and 
re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the 
time of sale shall be made within ten days thereafter, in default of 
which the undersigned may either continue to hold the lots at the 
risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be necessary for 
the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or private sale, and 
without other than this notice, re-sell the lots for the benefit of such 
purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale shall 
be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 
A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays — between the 
hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art 
Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only on pre- 
senting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of 
any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in 
which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed 
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bj the Association for purchasers. The Association will, however, 
afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and 
reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, however, without any 
assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of 
the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the pur- 
chaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and 
thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in caring 
for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if 
such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any 
lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, 
error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is 
on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which 
it is sold “as is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy 
expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued, and, 
in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would become responsible 
for such damage as might result were his opinion without proper 
foundation.

1 — Two Porcelain Cups and Saucers 

One cup and saucer decorated in purple lustre, one cup and 
saucer printed in blue. 

2 — Three Porcelain Cups and Saucers 

Two Capo-di-Monte ware, decorated in relief with floral fes- 
toons, one on gold ground. One old Turin ware, decorated 
with flutings and scrolls in red. 

3 — Six Cups and Saucers 

One of old German porcelain decorated in relief, one of Minton 
ware, one of Wedgwood with butterfly handle, one of English 
porcelain, one of Spode ware and one of Dresden porcelain. 

4 — Set of Four Sevres Porcelain Cups and Saucers 
Invested with a bleu-du-roi glaze and decorated in gold and 
colors. (One cup repaired.) 

5 — Set of Four Sevres Porcelain Cups and Saucers 
Invested with a bleu-du-roi glaze and decorated with bands of 
scrollings in gold.

Decorated with floral panels of white reserve on a turquoise-blue 
ground and with a border of ivy leaves in gold.

Oval shape with twisted looped handles and domed cover. Deco- 
rated in blue and gold, with oval medallions enclosing mono- 
grams, and with raised leaves.

Tazza-shaped compotier with straight looped handles, incurved 
stem and circular foot. Invested with a white glaze and printed 
with a flower and leaf diaper in gold and purple. Coupe-shaped 
bowl, decorated with lozenges in relief and invested with a green 
glaze. 

Height of compotier, 3% inches; diameter, 8 inches. 
Height of bowl, 2 inches; diameter, 5 inches. 

25 — “Leeds Ware” Fruit Dish 

Oval octagonal shape. Invested with a cream-colored glaze. 
Sides pierced in a woven willow basket pattern, molded rim and 
four pierced and scrolled feet.

Circular shape, with flat rim. Invested with a white glaze and 
decorated, the center with a painted subject of Abraham sending 
Hagar and Ishmael into the wilderness, the rim with an arabesque 
in gold on a red ground and oval medallions painted with figure 
subjects, and with bands of twisted gold lines on blue grounds. 
Mark, shield in blue.

Oval shape, with flat rim. Invested with a white glaze and deco- 
rated, as to the center with a painting of the Battle of Ravenna, 
the rim, on a ground of bleu-du-roi with rectangular panels, 
occupied by portraits of Louis XV and XVI, Marie Antoinette, 
Maria Theresa, Princess de Lamballe and Lavalliere, with jewels 
and with scrollings in gold. At back, Sevres mark in blue and 
names of subjects.

Circular shape. Of brass, enameled in translucent enamels and 
gold, with a central floral medallion with red ground and gold 
border, a green ground diapered with flower and leaf scrolls in 
relief and a border of serrated leaves in translucent blue enamel.

One beaker-shaped, one baluster-shaped with domed cover. Dec- 
orated with coffee-colored glaze and panels of white reserve with 
flowers in colored enamels.

Fork with four tines, pierced twisted 
stems and oval handles repousses with standing figures of Min- 
erva and borders of lions’ heads, Cherubim and seated nude fig- 
ures.

Leaf-shaped bowl and fork with three tines, reeded stems and 
king’s handles with scrolls and shells. Engraved with monogram.

46 — Silver Watch-stand and Silver-plated Asparagus Tongs 
Shaped watch-stand, decorated in relief with cornucopias of fruit 
and a crown. Asparagus tongs with shaped pierced blades and 
beaded arms.

Bowl-shaped body, engraved with scrolls and pendants and flat- 
ear handle pierced and modeled with scrolls. Made by Tiffany

Rectangular gadrooned wick-holder, pointed end and hinged 
looped handles with shells and circular medallion in relief.

Rectangular pear-shaped body with pierced gadrooned cover, 
fluted lower portion and ball feet. Engraved with monogram and 
date. English Hall Mark.

Pear-shaped body, with high domed pierced cover and circular 
molded foot. Repousse with acanthus leaves and floral pendants.

Silver baluster-shaped stem, with vase-shaped taper socket sur- 
rounded by five rings, cut-glass saucer, molded and gadrooned 
loops and molded circular foot of silver.
